Russian campaign, 
going on. 


In fact, it is going on with a new 


twist, because Russia was one of the 
few countries which still had gold in 
quantity. Now Russia is turning over 
its gold to the United States in ex- 
change for dcspcraely needed war 
supplies. 


The' monetary gold stocks of the 


United States stood at $22,718,G8G,OGOO 
at the end of August, an increase 
of more than $44,000,000 in that month 
alone. The tendency for the United 
States to get it all continues with- 
out interruption. 


Renewed assurances come from Ger- 


many that one of that country's aims 
is to abolish entirely the gold basis 
for money. This is always placed on 
a high moral plane, with mouthings 
about "delivering the world from the 
domination of gold," but its sincereity 
is about on a par with other Nazi 
declarations, since they have never 
failed to loot each conquered coun- 
try of all the gold in sight. There 
was enough in sight, however, so 
having no gold, the Nazis arc against 
it. 


Nevertheless, it must not be for- 


gotten that wherever Nazi bayonets 
dominate, there the Nazi mark also 
dominates. Bulgaria and Serbia, which 
had clung to a gold basis for their 
money, have just been compelled to 
abandon it and base their currency 
on the Reichsmark. Croatia and Yugo- 
slavia were recently added to the 
"new financial order" of the Reichs- 
mark, which means the Germans may 
acquire any assets in those countries 
at their own price, since the relat- 
ionship between their currencies and 
the paper mark of Germany are set 
by flat and maintained by the bayo- 
net. 


This .strongly 
suggests that 
the 


United States must do something more 
with its gold than sit on it. Once again 
we suggest that one thing to do is 
to distribue par of the gold obvious- 
ly not needed for any conceivable 
monetary use among friendly coun- 
tries whose trade we wish to increase 
uncl link with our own. Instead of 
luuiis ;ind credits when we wish to 
buy manganese, tin or chromium or 
build a Pan-American road, is it 
not worthwhile to consider the pos- 
sible effect of swapping hard gold 
which is in excess of our own needs, 
fur commodities which we do need?

up a pension check, demanding that 
the red tape which was then used 
in place of paper clips be torn off 
his application so he could get his 
money. The story got wide circulation 
and red tape soon became synonymous 
with government delay. But here is 
the third defense effort since Civil 
War days, and there is still red tape.

Farmers Have 
Chance to Boost 
Incomes by 
Seeding Plan 


Hempstend county farmers, who are 


on the lookout for saving cash ex- 
penditures and at the same time pos- 
sibly adding to their cash incomes, 
should make definite plans to save 
planting seed, says, Oliver L. Adams, 
county agent. 


Saving 
seed from 
good-yielding 


varieties is always a good practice! 
any year, but in view of possible 
shortage next spring, it is particu- 
larly important this fall. 
Further- 


more any planting seed shortages will , 
mean higher prices.', 


Seed saving on the farm also has 


one other advantage — the farmer who 
saves good quality seed has the seed 
on :hand when he needs them and 
thus does not have to worry about 
price, supply, or delay in shipment, 
which may likely become an in- 
creasingly serious problem during the 
period of national defense. 


Seed that can be most easily sav- 


ed at this time of the year is that 
of soybeans, cowpeas, lespedeza, and 
crotalaria. Cowpea and soybean seed 
may be saved by either combining or 
handpicking. Lespedeza seed may be 
combined either with an all-crop 
combine or by using a special lesped- 
eza combine which is attached to the 
cutter bar of a mowing machine. An- 
other good practical method is to 
;cut when the dew is on the lespedeza, 
rake into wind rows, and then thresh 
the following day. This method at 
the Main Experiment Station of the 
^University of Arkansas College of 
Agriculture has yielded as much as 
500 pounds of seed per acre. 


Early varieties of crotalaria that 


mature seed are usually harvested 
by stripping the pods from the stalk 
and then flailing out the seed.
